CLAIMS ACROSS STATE LINES 


The loiiK Hrni ot* the law now reache.s 
Pcrosiî stalt* lines to compel payment for 
(lamaKL's caused by non-resident motori.st.s, 
accordiiiK to the Am erican Automobile as­ 
sociation. Residents of forty-two states and 
the District of Columbia, now have the 
])rotection of non-resident service-of-pro- 
cess laws. 


P rio r to passage of these laws, the in­ 
jured party was forced to file suit for 
damages in the state in which the motorist 
causing the accident was resident, and the 
difficulties and expenses involved geiier- 
«^lly presented insuperable obstacles. W ith 
the non-resident service-of-process law in 
effect, however, the guilty driver is forced 
to answer the. suit in the state in which 
the accident occurred, regardless of where 
he lives. 


This is accomplished by a simple legal 
expedient^ when a non-resident motorist 
enters a stale wdth such a law, he auto­ 
m atically 
aiipoints tlie commissioner of 
motor vehicles as his law ful attorney and 
authorizes him to accept service of process 
in a civil lial)ility suit. Should the motorist 
cause an acciflcnt and then leave the slate, 
the process is served on Ihe motor vehicle 
commissioner of the state in which the ac­ 
cident occuri’ed and the motorist informed 
of the action by registered mail. 


Should he fail to respond to the suit, 
and judgm ent against him he rendered, 
the court of the state in which he resides 
then has jurisdiction to collect the dam­ 
ages under the “ full faith and credit” 
clause of the Constitution. 


The importance of this type of legis­ 
lation, which now has practically nation­ 
wide support, can hardly be overestimated. 
To the lesideuls, it moans that they no 
longer are threatened 
with 
inability lo 
obtain 
satisfaction 
from the courts for 
damages caused 
b>- out-of-state drivers. 
To motorists, it means that they now are 
facetl with civil as well as crim inal liabil­ 
ity when tiaviding outside the boundaries 
of their Rome states.

2 RUDE OIL POLLUTION OF OYSTERS 


Fi'om the point of view of conserva- 
iion, the natural oyster resources of the 
must he protected from the danger of 
oil pollution. That is the conclusion drawn 
by H erliert F. Prytherch. Robert O. Smith, 
W 'la Koeliring and Paul S. Galtsoff, of 
the United Stales bureau of fislieries. The

“ The experim ental evidence presented 
n the report sho\ss that the discharge of 
jil into the sea produces profound changes

G altsiTf. “ The substances which 
rrad ually 
tlissolve from 
oil 
in

vater irritate the delicate ciliated mech- 
uiism. In a very dilute solution they may 
«et as stiniulaiits. hut in higher concentra- 
iojis ihe\ inhibit the activity of the cil- 
ated epithelium and 
may

oniplete stoppage of the current of water 
lirough the gill? . . . . Obvfously the pres- 
nce of oil creates adverse conditions.”

hours the oyster keep.s its shell open and 
“ therefore the duration of feeding of the 
niollusk is not decrea.sed, the rate of feed­ 
ing i-« easily affected hy the presence of 
pollutiiiir suh.-tance. As the feeding of tlie 
oyster is prim arily dependent upon the 
amount of water pa.ssed through the gills, 
the rate of pumping of water can be 
used as a measure of the rate of feeding 
. . . . The inference can be drawn that 
a 
concentration between 20 and .«50 jier cent 
of Ihe soluble fraction will, on the average, 
reduce the rale of feeding of the oyster to 
one-half of its normal value.” 


1“ rom the report by the bureau of fish­ 
eries it appears that protection against pol­ 
lution by oil is necessary to the health 
of the growing bivalves. 
The problem of 
controlling oil pollution is no simple mat­ 
ter. In some areas the conditions are ser­ 
ious, in some other area.s in the degree of 
pollution is slight. Oy.sters near or above 
the low-water m ark suffer more from pol­ 
lution than do oysters in deep water. On 
oyster banks exposed at low tide one ha? 
seen the oil scum on the shells. 


Not alone oy.slers, but other natural re­ 
sources in the sea. are affected by oil pol­ 
lution, Shrimp from oil polluted waters 
have an unplea.sant taste. The chances 
are that the health of the custaceans is 
adversely affected. 
No 
careful 
penson 
would think of eating sick shrimp, or sick 
oysters. 
How is the 
ordinary 
buyer to 
know that shrimp or oysters are .sick? 
No answer is here given. One safeguard 
is the ca.se of oysters is to make sure that 
the bivalves come from certified areas. In 
the case of shrimp there are no officially 
certified areas; shrimp are taken as they 
come.

RACKETEERING THE VETERANS 


From Hannibal Courier-Post. 


Evidences are said to have been un­ 
covered in eastern cities of efforts to ex­ 
ploit world w ar veterans large sums in 
connection with cashing their bonuses. O f­ 
fers of cash at once are being made at the 


rate of $40 for a $50 bond. 


This was anticipated by congress in de­ 
vising the law and the bonds are i.ssucd so 
tnat 
such 
racketeering 
may 
become 
a 
boomerang. 
Authorities 
have 
given 
the 
opinion that even if a veteran .should make 
such a deal with a lender he would not 
he bound by law to carry it out, as the 
congressional 
act 
provides against 
such 
transactions. 
It was to protect men in a hurry for the 
cash that the law was so written. The 
bonds ar/i virtually the same as cash, be­ 
ing convertible as soon as received at any 
postoffice. But had jipt a safety clause 
been inserted, there would have been an 
orgy of profiteering upon the veterans in 
this final cashing of their adjusted com­ 
pensation. Thousands would have cashed 
in even at the high-handed rates of 20 per 
cent discounted in order to get the money 
now. O f course, the vast m ajority would 
not have been held up in this manner, but 
in most cases those who made the sacri­ 
fice would have been the ones who could 
least afford to lose the money. 
There is certain to beUsome profiteer­ 
ing on the bonus cashing. It would be out 
of the question for such large sums to be 
made available among so many without it. 
It is important, however, to prevent rack­ 
eteering of this sort insofar as possible. 
Provisions of the law have wisely given im- 
potlant protection and veterans organiza­ 
tions, as \vell as officials of the govern­ 
ment, are taking steps to safeguard the 
recipients from exploitation. Public opin­ 
ion w ill condemn this sort of racket most 
severely.
